POWERS AND PRINCIPLES THAT WILL TRANSFORM HUMAN LIVES— JESUS CHRIST THE WORLD'S SAVIOUR 



I THINK you' will agree with me that this fine 
meeting is sigiiiticant in a remarkable way of 
many aspects of the national life of our people 
at this time. Here 'are fathered with us 
"those -whoin some way represent the religious 
i forces at ' worlr" amongst us — the philanthropic 
work -which is going forward, the educational 
efforts -which are being madc, the municipal, the 
military, the naval authorities, and representa- 
tives also of that wider, interest which is specially 
associated with the Empire and the allied na- 
. lions. I feel it is -significant, too, that such a 
' jepresentative gathering should he assembled, if 
only for & short moment, under the Banner of 
.The Salvation Army. 

STIRRING FOR GOOD 
Looking at you thus, I fed, if you will let me 
say go, that you are a symbol of a great na- 
tional awakening which the war has undoubtedly 
' brought about amongst our people. There is no 
doubt there arc many directions in which that 
awakening may proceed further with great ad- 
vantage, while in others we have not yet seen 
such an arousing of the public conscience and 
such a turaing to God as soma of us had hoped 
for. But, nevertheless, there is a. great stirring 
for good amongst our people. Now, when I say 
that I am' thinking chiefly of this: that the Na- 
tion seems to have discovered powers and prin- 
\ tipleS within itself of whieh before it had only a 
: veij dim. perception, Or a very doubtful hopu. 
Let me remind you of one or two. 

First, there is the aWakeniiiR to the power aaid 
strength which abide in a great purpose. I think 
perhaps nothing has been more wonderful in

\ WONDERFULLY DISCOVERED 

I say, further, the nation has discovered in a 
wonderful way the power of some forces, within 
itself of which before it had not thought very 
much. There has been a great arousing "as to 
the value of religion. In my judgment there 
has never been any great enterprise in the 
world's history in which religion has played so 
wonderful a part, I know unite well the melan- 
choly condition ■6S jnany pi our people— how 
sad has fapivie fexpericagfi pf many of the 
splendid, Jnjen who havg.;cont4 up for this great 
itmgggj yet' I say, when you come to look at 
the roots S>: sciion, and scardi out the sources 
from which devotion and sacrifice sprinff, there 
■ has probably newer been a great strain put upon 
any people to which there has heen sueli a 
rcsponse;bcfore the Bar of God. , 

FELT GOD WANTED THEM 
As for. The Salvation Army, I believe that in 
thousands— nay, I think I mifJit add in tens of 
thousands — of cases, the men have taken up the 
great struggle and gone out with their lives in 
their hands because they f=lt God wanted them 
to do it; gone forth after prayer and waiting on 
Him in days and nights of agony; gone out with 
His help and desiring His blessing. Aod I feel 
also that the Nation has found in another direc- 
tion unexpected resources in the service and 
devotion of its women, The Salvation Army 
has a 'fine record in this, for we have always held 
that woman's service was as valuable as that of 
man's in the schema of life, and that^his is God's 
plan. And.now this war has shown as perhaps 
nothing clie could have shown what the force 
and jjqwct of women's skill and women's devo- 
tion and women's sacrifice have heen, Sol stand 
b«e te-day and f raise my hat, I tak^ off toy 



shoes on the ground which I feel has been made 
hory by the Jove and service and devotion of the 
mothers and sisters of out people. 

Also, wc have remembered as a nation some of ' 
the victories of the past. They bave been called 
lo mind, and they have helped us. 

And then I think you will agree with me that 
the nation has seen in a new way the power of 
sacrifice for a future gain. There never has been 
such a willing pouring out oE treasure, never 
such a willing giving up of the life of our people. 
The nation has seen in a marvellous way the 
power of sacrifice to cleanse its thoughts and to 
lift it's hopes to higher and nobler things. I 
have been deeply" impressed in moving about the 
country by the scenes I have witnessed at the 
railway stations, It is often my lot to be in one 
or other of the great termini in the midnight 
hour, I see the sights there— some melancholy 
Sights, enough to break a good man's heart when 
he witnesses them. But many sights also that 
bring home to me the depth, the magnificence, 
of tbe sacrifice our people are making, 

FAITH IN TRIUMPH 

Again, we see here an example of the power 
of faith in victory. From the King down — yon 
know the King has a part to play, and you have 
a King who has a heart (you ought to pray for 
htm that he may be sustained and kept in the 
pan he has undcnafceu)^it has been the hope Ol 
their faith in ultimate triumph that has sustained 
our people. 

-Now, if I had time I might play the part of a 
glorified fortune-teller, as it were, and look at

ing here; it is rather this: to ask you. whether 
there may not he sonic ot the same powers to 
be found in the individual that hare been found 
in the N.ition?

Oh, here is one of the great facts in this 
conflict! The will of the_ German nation, it is 
said, is to victory, and thc"answcr always is that 
the will of the British nation is to victory; and 
- what sustains the German nation is this will to 
victory, and what will sustain the British nation, 
and the Japanese nation, and the French nation 
is the will to victory.

level ot the bay in the box. After 
the vessel :S placed in the nest, a 
cushion made of hay, nearly the size

Large and Enthusiastic Crowds

OUR cabled message of last 
week spake of the enthusiastic 
reception given to Commis- 
sioner Richards, Colonc] McMillan,

In the evening, after a lengthy 
procession through the principal 
streets, the Citadel was crowded for 
the first indoor gathering o( the 
Congress.

The Commissioner, after ex- 
pressing his great pleasure at the 
renewing cf old acquaintances which 
these gatherings made possible, gave 
an inspiring address, calculated to 
strengthen the faith, and lead into 
renewed activity, all who heard his 
stirring words. 

The next public engagement was 
that oi Saturday night, when the 
proceedings included the Commis- 
sioning ot Cadets, and the promo- 
tion of a number of Officers. For 
this there gathered a great and in- 
terested crovrd.

AFTER touringthe Weslern 
Proviuccs for six wecls, 
addressing meetings every- 
where in the interests of a 
more thoroughly organized 
scientific industrial research, and 
studying the capacity of Western 
farms, factories, . fisheries, etc., for 
Increased production under im- 
proved methods, the Committee of 
Industrial Research appointed by 
the Federal Government for this 
purpose, have returned.

Dominion Government. The Com- 
mittee was headed by Dr. R. F. 
Kuttiifl, Professor of Cliemiitry at 
McGill University, 



CHEAPER FUEL DISCUSSED 

ALL the important cities of the 
West were visited.

country's resources to the linrie was 
pointed out. All tbe factories were 
inspected, and the process used in 
cicli line of industry was carefully 
gone into with a view to finding 
more efficient means, where pos- 
sibte* r of doing the work. 

Cheaper fuel was also discussed,

DRIED POTATOES 

POTATOES especially arc being 
raised by the Western farmers, 
but the great drawback has been in 
marketing the erop. The commit-

^overcome by drying the potatoes 
previous to shipping them to East- 
ern markets.. The potatoes are put 
in a" high -vacunp). and all the mois- 
ture is drawn out. so that they are 
shrivellec, like a dried apple. When 
toiled the potatoes resume their 
normal shape and size, and are as 
palatable as ever. Every vegetable, 
except beets, even cabhages and 
'cauliflower, can he treated in the 
same' manner,. Professor Ruttan 
added.
